In previous articles I have given an 
account of the special classes which 
have been establizred in certain city 
schools for the of backward 
or mental'y deficient children.

Many are unable to 
talk and some are unable to walk, 
and itis only with the greatest pa- 
tience that they are taught to attend 
to their own simplest wants. 
Buch « child is a great trial even 
“tn a wealthy home 
available, but in the average home, 

ecia where there are other 
children, the situation is often intol- 
erable. 

On the other hand, there are child- 
ren whose menta! deficiency is not 
so great as tiess,.and who might 
benefit by the special classes referred 
to previously but for the fact that 
their home surroundings are not of 
the best. It may be that the child 
ia an orphan, or motherless; it may 
tbe that the parents, or one of them, 
“mre themseves lacking in intelligence, 
or alcoholic, or in other ways unable 
to provide ‘suitable home surround- 


"To meet this situation, residential 

traiming-schools are maintained by 
the province. Here children are given 
an intensive course of training in 
handicrafts, and those who are suf- 
ficiently intelligent to get along in 
the community are later placed out 
in jobs and usually given some super- 
vision until they get established. The 
. others— the very low-grade ones— 
are cared for in the institution as 
long as they live. 

‘These institutions.. generally have 
large farms in connection which pro- 
vide plenty of out-of-doors occupa- 
tion, thercby making it possible for 
the inmates to make a contribution 
towards their own support and at the 
same |time receive. useful training.

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UTIFUL LAWNS 
HOW TO MAKE THEM 

Of all the factors which combin 
to form a pleasing setting .for a 
home, the lawn is one of the most 
important. Probably no other single 
factor has so great an influence on 
the appearance of a property than 
the condition of the lawn. It is the 
prime essential without which the 
pleasing effect of flowers and shrubs 
is almost entirely lost. 

A good lawn depends to a consider- 
able degree upon a proper beginning. 
It rarely results from slipshod meth- 
ods of hastily preparing the soil and 
scattering a little grass seed upon it. 
A lawn is a fairly permanent crea~- 
tion, and will amply repay the owner 
for any extra effort expended in its 
preparation. 

The site is usually fixed as is also 
the type of soil, and unfortunately 
the latter is often very poor, consist- 
ing of the sub-soil removed in the ex- 
cavation of the cellar. In all yrad- 
ing work, an extra effort should be 
made to keep the surface and subsoil 
separate. After the rough grading 
has been completed, the entire lawn 
may be given a coating of three or 
‘fang, inches of the good soil. 

Thé’ground should be brought to’a 
perfectly uniform. grade, making, sure 
that there is good drainage away 
from the foundation of the building, 
and that there are no pockets left in 
which the water will collect during 
the winter. It should be thoroughly 
compacted and rolled with an ordin- 
ary lawn roller, raked lightly in order 
to procure a satisfactory seed bed, 
seeded, then raked lightly again and 
finally rolled. 

Regarding seed, 4 mixture which 


has been found very satisfactory at|_ 


the Experimental Station, Frederic- 
ton, N. B., consists of 70 pounds Ken-, 
tucky Blue @rass and 2 pounds White 
Dutch Clover per acre. For mall 


lawns, this is equivalent to approxi-| 


mately one ounce to every 3% square 
yards. Seeding should be done as 
early as possible in the spring and on 
a calm day. 

Mowing should commence when 
grass is about two inches high, and 
continue throughout the season in 
order to produce a compact thick 
type of turf. 

As to fertilizer.treatment, almost 
any lawn will respond to a light ap- 
plication of a good commercial fertil- 
izer of approximately & 4-8-6 analy- 
sis, applied at the rate of one ounce 
per square yard. This is especially 
important in the renovation of old, 


worn-out lawns. In such cases, two] ° 


or three light applicaticns per year 
of a thoroughly decayed compost will 
also prove very beneficial.

VEGETABLES TO 
BE CAST AWAY 


Toronto, Ont., March 11—Hund- 
reds of tons of Canadian cabbage and 
tons of the best carrots in the world, 
are slated for the “dump” this spring 
unless there is a much better move- 
ment during the next few weeks. In 
this the Canadian housewife is chal- 
lenged. Imported cabbages from the 
United States cost five times as 
much as the. beautiful hard white 
heads grown in Ontario. American 
cabbage sells for about «5 cents & 
pound and Ontario cabbage at 1 cent 
a Ib. ; 

One local dealer stated that during 
one week he had sold 15 barrels of 
Ontario cabbage and 75 cases of 
cabbage imported from American 
points. The only difference is the 
United States cabbage is greener. 
For salads or soups, corn-beef and 


cabbage, the Ontario product is much} 


better. 

Home-grown carrots, large, sweet, 
red and tender, are offered whole- 
sale at 60 and 65 cents fora 90-Ib. 
bag. American carrots coming in 
hampers from the Southern states. 
have made such inroads that hund- 
reds of tons of the finest-carrots will 
be thrown away this spring unless 
there is a general demand created for 
Ontario products. A local merchant 
stated that in five days in one week 
he had sold six bags of Ontario car- 
rots at 65 cents and 300 hampers of 
American carrots. The Ontario car- 
rot, he said, was unwashed, and with- 
out tops, while American carrots 
carried the green tops and were 
washed clean, giving them a nice ap- 
pearance. At 60 cents. a bag On- 
tario carrots figure out at 114 cents 
a pound against 4 American carrots 
to the bunch at 244 cents each.

Therefore, it is 
wise to lay out not too large & yard 
and to have this fenced in with a 
strong but suitable fence. Too often 
the appearance of the farmyard is

endangersd by broken down and ill- 
Much money is los: 


yard, and allowing them to 
there to be damaged by animals, 
which in turn may receive serious in- 
jury from these machines. It is sound 
economy to place all implements in a 
specially arranged enclosure or shelt- 
er. Scrap iron, lumber, boards with 
nails sticking through them, and 
other ruboish, are too often found in 
piles or strewr around barnyards 
These should be kept cleared away. 
By their removal not onty will accid- 
ents be prevented, but grass anc. 
weeds which 'so offen make a varn- 
yard loo’ untidy, can then be cut. 
in the barnyard is of par- 
ticular importance. Not only does a 
poorly drained. farmyard harbor 
pools of stagnant water, where 
myriads uf disease carrying insects 
find congenial breeding grounds, but 
wells in such yards become contam- 
inated and spread disease. Levelling, 
gravelling and drainage of the vard, 
can readity be planned. This will 
cost iittle but when done facilitates 
labour in the barnyard, insures better 
health for both people and livestock 
and adds to the real’ estate value cf 
the farm. Suitable windbreak pro- 
tection by means of trees is also of 
economic importance. When place! 
at a proper distance shelter belts 
prevent’ snow from piing into the 
yard and break the force of storms. 
It has been stated that a good stelter 
belt around the farmyard makes a 
difference in our winter climate 
equivalent to removing south three 
hundred mies. Last, but by neo 
means ieast, bui'dings which are 
carefully kepc and painted add much 
to the appearance of the barnyard.

ing Into Canada: 


FIRST PRINTING 
IN CANADA, 1752 


Toronto, March 13-—-Under the 


heading, “Introduction of Printing 
Into Canada,” The Mail and Empire 
published the following editorial: 

“Early Canadian printers who were 
practically the first newspapermen of 
Canada must have been singularly 
diffident about their own achieve- 
ments. Few historical events are 
wrapped in greater obscurity than 
the beginning of Ontario printing. 
As recently as 1836 Kingsford in his 
“Canadian Archaeology” admitted 
that he had been unable to discover, 
aside from newspapers of statutory 
publications, only a single piece of 
printing in Upper Canada of earlier 
date than the “History of the War of 
1812," produced at Kingston in 1832 
by David Thompson. Six years later 
he was able to include in a second 
book, “The Early Bibliography of 
Ontario,” more than 33 works print- 
ed by Thompson at an earlier date. 
Nevertheless he was unable to carry 
further back than 1814, and was still 
a long way from his goal. 


“An effort or rather the beginning 
of an effort to remedy this defect is 
made in “The Introduction of Print- 
A Brief History. 
By“=ogidius Fauteux. In six parts. 
Montreal: “The Rolland Paper Com- 
pany.” Printing entered Canada in 
1752 by way of Nova Scotia from 
New England as might have been ex- 
pected from their early and continu- 
ous association. Although there has 
been some controversy on the point it 
seems to be settled ‘that William 
Brown, a Scot who went to Philadel- 
phia as a youth, had the honor of in- 
troducing the first printing into Low- 
er Canada in 1764. His paper, 
famous Gazette De Quebec, did not 


cease publication until 1874, and suf-} 


fered onty two short interruptions in 
its long existence of more than 110 
years. 


“Mr. Fauteux gives to a French 
printer, Fleury Mesplet, who also had 
settled in Philadelphia, the honor of 
introducing printing into the district 
of Montreal. It has been suggested 
that the idea of utilizing Mesplet for 
French propaganda in Canada had 
occurred to Franklin, but Mr. Fau- 
teux says it would be quite wrong to 
believe that the first printer was 
brought to Montreal through the urg- 
ent solicitations of Franklin, of Chase

The fact is) 
that Mesplet had already made a trip 
to Quebec to study the prospect of 
starting a printing establishment. 
Congress accepted his suggestion and 
sent him to Montreal, which he 
reached in May, 1776. After various | 
other publications he printed on Aug. 
25th, 1785, the Gazette de Montreal, 
the same newspaper which, after be- 
ing produced’ first in French only, 
then for years in both languages, is 
still appearing daily as the Montreal 
Gazette.
